‘rty-four years ago Ed Reimer of the 
Fs (Crawford County, Iowa) com- 
munity started to feed baby beef calves. Up 
to that time steer feeding in Crawford 
County had been the fattening of two and 
three year old cattle. Mr. Reimer realized 
that calves both grow and fatten, and that 
they could make more economical gains if 
full-fed on pasture. This was that start of 
the Crawford County Plan of Baby Beef 
Production. In 1918 the Crawford County 
Farm Bureau was or- 
ganized. This organi- 
zation realized the 
value of this plan of 
producing prime beef 
cattle, so through tours, 
meetings, publicity, 
personal interviews and 
exhibits, they encour- 
aged more and more of 
the farmers of the 
county to adopt it. It 
has become more or 
less standardized. It 
has been profitable. 

Success in cattle feeding 
depends on the feeder, the 
cattle he feeds, the meth- 
ods he uses, and his meth- 
ods of marketing. The 
Crawford County system 
has been aided in its de- 
velopment by the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service of 
Iowa State College; by the 
Iowa Beef Producers As- 
sociation; by the Crawford 
County Farm Bureau; the 
County Agricultural 
Agent; and the good feed- 
ers, bankers and boosters 
of the different communi- 
ties of Crawford County. 
Leadership in this move- 
ment must be credited to 
the late Theodore Rohwer, 
Schleswig banker and 
community leader, and to 
his son and successor, Ju- 
lius A. Rohwer, to Ed Rei- 


In 1929 a survey was 
made in Crawford County of grain and live 
stock farm systems.

They go to market 
finished. They are bought for a 
certain market.

This is a differ- 
ent system than that followed by 
the “in and out feeder” who gets a 
little credit, and goes to market, 
has some feeders sold to him by a 
commission firm, brings them 
home, feeds up his feed and then 
dumps them on the market, the 
cattle usually but partly finished, 
and too often the feeder takes the 
loss.

Beef Cattle and 
the Defense Program 


Our government is calling for an increase 
in the production of food stuff, stressing 
the importance of supplying a greater ton- 
nage of beef—the Journal’s suggestion in 
this program is that the additional tonnage 
be of a better quality. While government 
statistics would have us to believe that 
there is an increase in the cattle population 
of America, the figures are more or less 
misleading, for as a matter of fact the in- 
crease is largely in the dairy cattle division. 
The increase there is essential. Undoubted- 
ly dairy cows will be retained in service 
longer periods than is customary. The re- 
sult will be an increase in vealers which 
does not materially effect the beef tonnage 
of the nation. Prices on fat cows are entic- 
ing.

The cattle population of Britain, Australia, 
South America and Canada is being deplet- 
ed and America will have to feed the world 
while it is getting reorganized after the 
present wild orgy of destruction has ceased.

RIPENING AND STORAGE 
TEMPERATURES FOR 
MEATS 

Decay of food is caused by the action of 
bacteria and such action can be largely halt- 
ed by storing at temperatures of 15 degrees 
F. However, in the case of meats, ripening 
which is caused by enzymes, continues at 15 
degrees F., and is halted only at tempera- 
tures approaching zero. Excessive ripening, 
of course, is undesirable because it impairs 
the quality and therefore is to be avoided. 

Meat is therefore usually ripened at 35 
to 40 degrees F. for a period of about ten 
days and then should be cut up, well wrap- 
ped, and stored at zero. This is the reason 
that it is important to operate the zero com- 
partment of your storage plant which never 
rises more than 5 degrees above zero.— 
Homer J. Dana, Engineering Experiment 
Station of Washington.

0. M. Plummer to Be “Hung”. 

Nearly half a century of outstanding ser- 
vice to the live stock industry by O. M. 
Plummer, of Portland, Oregon, will be re-

ton at Pullman, treasurer of an interstate 
portrait committee. 

In 1935 the Pacific International Live 
Stock Exposition at Portland observed its 
silver anniversary. Plummer has been its 
indomitable manager and guardian ange) all 
those years—and since. During that time 
thousands of 4-H Club boys and girls and 
students of vocational agriculture have ex- 
hibited in his show and competed in its con- 
tests. Breeders from nearly all of the Live 
Stock producing states and provinces of 
North America have exhibited some of them 
almost continuously. 

“0. M.”, as countless of friends lovingly 
call him, is creator of the slogans: “Agri- 
culture is the foundation of industry; live 
stock its corner stone.” Likewise it was he 
who two or three decades ago launched—at 
least in his own Pacific Northwest region— 
the campaign for “truth in meats.” For 
years he has been a director of the National 
Live Stock and Meat Board. For even 
longer he has been on the national 4-H club 
committee. He is sort of godfather of the 
agricultural youth movement in the Pacific 
Northwest where Penney Hall each year 
houses hundreds of young folks present to 
participate in the Pacific International.

tion to Aberdeen-Angus breeders. It will, however, I believe, 
be interesting to my readers to learn something of the back- 
ground of this successful fitter and showman, who has been a 
familiar figure in North American show rings for many years. 

If Jock Bruce is not a born stockman, and in my opinion he 
is, he at least grew up with live stock. He was born at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, at the time his father was as- 
sociated with the well known Shorthorn 
herd of Thomas Johnson. Jock attended the 
Columbus schools and went from them to 
the Ohio State University. Running short 
of funds after three years there, he was 
forced to give up his college career and 
seek employment. His first job was with a 
Mr. Caswell, a Shorthorn breeder and ex- 
hibitor of Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, Canada. 


It was while Jock was successfully tak- 
ing the Caswell Shorthorn herd over the 
Canadian circuits that the writer, who was 
doing the same thing with an Aberdeen-An- 
gus herd, first met this interesting charc- 
ter. I recall how we used to sit around the 
show barns at night after out cattle had been 
made comfortable and talk things over. The 
conversation was mostly about cattle, and 
the relative merits of our rival breeds came 
in for particular attention, for strange as it 
may seem now, Jock Bruce at that time was 
an enthusiastic Shorthorn exponent. Not 
long ago Jock revived my memory of some 
of these conversations, which took place 
when we were both young in the show busi- 
ness. This is what he said to me, and I 
consider his remarks very complimentary. 

“The way you handled the subject of 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed could not fail to 
make a lasting impression on anyone. I 
know that I was greatly impressed by the wonderful things 
you said about Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and I began to watch 
the records they were making. The more I studied the matter 
the more convinced I became that I should like to become as- 
sociated with the Aberdeen-Angus, and I finally asked you if 
you could not place me with some good herd in the States, and 
you told me that you would see what you could do about it. It 
was not long after that that Mr. Hobart Ames, of Boston, 
Massachusetts, employed me to take charge of the Aberdeen- 
Angus herd which he was founding on his plantation at Grand 
Junction, Tennessee. I went with Mr. Ames with his first 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and have been there ever since.

Now let us examine just a few of the highlights of Jock’s lon 
career with this famous herd of Aberdeen-Angus, and recall some of 
the animals which have made breed history under Jock’s capable super- 
vision and personal handling. Among the first cattle bought by Mr 
Ames were the herd bull, Egerton W., by the great sire, Black Wood. 
lawn and out of Eldorene, bred by John H. Bridges, and 
the cow, Blackbird of Woodcote, bred by Dwight Cutler 
she being by Undulata Blackbird Ito and out of Blackbird 
M. 4th. So it will be noted that Jock had some outstand- 
ing foundation animals to begin with. 


Some of the best known animals produced, fitted, and 
shown by Jock from the Ames Plantation herd as I recall] 
them were Ames Plantation Beau, the grand champion bul] 
at the Chicago International of 1917; Ames Plantation 
Parthebeau, who made a fine record at the International 
shows of 1920, 1921, and 1922, being first in 1921 as q 
junior yearling and first as a two-year-old the following 
year, when he was sold for a long price to F. F. Peabody 
of Santa Barbara, California; Ames Plantation Black 
Marvel, who was shown with great success; and Ames 
Plantation Pal, which Mr. Bruce has told me he thinks is 
the best bull he has ever shown. He was first, junior 
champion, and reserve grand champion at the 1927 Inter- 
national, and first, senior champion, and reserve grand 
champion the following year at the same show. 


Some of the great females which I recall as having 
been shown by Jock are Ames Plantation Kedra, first and 
junior champion at the International of 1923, and who was 
also grand champion at a number of other important shows 
that year; Ames Plantation Babetta, junior champion at 
the International of 1934. And among the most recent 
celebreties which have come out from the Ames Plantation 
herd under Jock’s supervision, and with which present day 
BRUCE breeders will be familiar, are Ames Plantation Pride’s 

Eric, who was shown thirty times and won twenty-nine 

firsts and a number of championships, including the juinor 
championship at the International of 1937 as a senior calf. He also 
won his class as a two-year-old at the 1939 International, when he was 
sold to Canterbury Farms, Warrenton, Virginia, for a high price; Ames 
Plantation Bonnie Bride, a winner at many of the leading shows in the 
country as a calf, winner as a two-year-old, and undefeated as a cow 
in 1939, including first at the International. 

These achievements alone, to say nothing of the many others, 
entitle Jock Bruce to a place in our Herdsmen’s Gallery of Fame, so 
let us give his portrait a place alongside those of his distinguished 
predecessors for this honor, who have been named in past issues of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal. It is interesting to know that the name 
“Jock” was given to Bruce by the late Honorable James D. McGregor, 


it being the Scotch equivalent of John. That Jock may have many more 


years of success in his chosen field, which is breeding and exhibiting 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, is the hope of this writer.

A rainy 
per down in that rolling country made 
the side roads impassable, however most of 
the consigners were able to get their cattle 
to a hard road and on to the sale. These 
road conditions naturally had their effect 
upon the number of people in attendance, 
and yet a sufficient number came to make 
a good sized crowd when they all got upon 
the seats. A total of forty-five head were 
sold. Thirteen bulls averaged $175.96 per 
head. The thirty-two females which con- 
sisted of mature cows with calves at foot 
on down to baby heifers as young as ten 
months old, passed the block at an average 
of $158.83, making the average for the en- 
tire offering reach $163.78 per head. 

Fred Long, of Marne, Iowa, topped both 
the bull and the female sections with en- 
tries from his Harvlawn herd. They were 
both of the thick made, low set variety, that 
demanded attention as soon as they entered 
the arena. The bull Harvlawn Marshall 3d 
617074, an April yearling from a line bred 
Earl Marshall dam that was sired by Elex- 
cel K. of Longview, sold to Merle Dunbar, 
of Casey, Iowa, at $270.00. The top cow 
was Prim of Harvlawn 533269, an especial- 
ly attractive four year old heifer with a fine 
heifer calf at side by Marshall’s Excelsior 
and rebred to Harvlawn Beau 9th.

Throughout the cattle were presented in 
the best form of any offering by this as- 
sociation. While the consigners were gen- 
erally very pleased with the reception given 
their consignments, the fact still remains 
that the men upon the seats were the bene- 
ficiaries on this occasion for the cattle sold 
much below their value as breeding proposi- 
tions. Those who were fortunate enough to 
make purchases here can be assured that 
the cattle they take home with them will 
prove profitable to such an extent that they 
will be encouraged to return for next year’s 
auction, and perhaps sooner to make private 
treaty selections. One thing sure, the cat- 
tle offered in this sale carried the blood of 
the females and the great bulls that made 
both McHenry and the Eschers famous as 
the premier breeders in America. The herds 
belonging to these Southwest Iowa breed- 
ers are grounded deeply in those same blood 
lines. In fact most of them are almost pure- 
ly from that same foundation, and the bulls 
that have been used in these herds carry a 
great deal of those same outstanding blood 
lines.

Promptly at twelve-thirty Colonel Nels 
Kraschel of Harlan, Iowa, called the crowd 
into the sale tent and proceeded with the 
sale. Mr. William Barton, fieldman for the 
national association was present and briefly 
reviewed the rapid expansion of the breed 
in all sections of the country, and called at- 
tention to the breeding and good individual- 
ity of the day’s offering. 

Females were first offered and included 
some well bred Evergreen Ericas. The top 
female of the day, Enchanta’s Missy, a 
daughter of Eileenmere T. went at $425.00 
to the bid of Mr. James E. Little of Lowell, 
Indiana. Another excellent female sold at 
what we considered under her value was 
Eulima of Evergreen K. 8th, who went at 
$380.00 to Mr. C. W. Yeck, of Evansville, 
Indiana, as part of his original foundation 
for a new pure bred herd. 

The demand for bulls seemed slack at 
first, but soon gained some momentum and 
the top bull, Monamere Prince sold at 
$950.00 with Monamere 10th bringing

nois at $175.00. The bulls, by the way out- 
averaged the females, which in our mind is 
a healthy sign for the breed.

he Eastern States Exposition 
in 1941, the weather man declared

e organization. — 
“<> States Exposition has been for 


; major show and the honors to be 
veined bY wa championships there have 
heen recognized throughout the country as 
one of the major events of the show season. 
However, a certain lack of funds for the 
show has, to some extent, tended to cut 
down the number of exhibitors and especial- 
ly those coming from a distance. 

Coming from the Middlewest was the 
Woodlawn herd owned by Stanley R. Pierce 
and Son. Despite the fact that they won 
both championships and many others firsts, 
the prize money which they gained would 
hardly pay expenses. With an event as im- 
portant as Eastern States Exposition has 
become and the crowds that were on hand 
to witness the show, it is the opinion of The 
Journal that a few more dollars might well 
be invested in prize money for this show. 

Professor P. C. MacKenzie of Pennsyl- 
vania State College was on hand early Mon- 
day morning to judge the 4-H Club steer 
calves and his selections were reaidly fol- 
lowed through and including his champion- 
hips. : 

. The heavyweight steer, an Aberdeen-An- 
gus owned by Jimmy Ironside, Jr., who had 
won the Grand Championship at the Dutch- 
ess County Fair, went easily into first place 
in class, followed by a very good, but dif- 
ficult to manage, steer owned by William 
Potter of Millbrook, New York. Right here 
we would like to state that young Bill Pot- 
ter did a grand job of showimg a steer who 
was never in a mood to be exhibited. 

The lightweight class of steers was head- 
ed by a nicely fitted steer owned by Elinor 
Potter, a sister of the winner of the second 
place of the first class and also of Louise 
Potter who won the Grand Championship 
award a few years ago at this show. Dutch- 
ess County steers, as a whole, were placed 
considerably higher than those from other 
sections for as Grand Champion steer Pro- 
fessor MacKenzie, selected, to the general 
approval of the crowd, the steer owned by 
Jimmy Ironside, Jr. It was interesting to 
watch James Ironside, Sr. chew his cigar 
and wet his lips before the judge had made 
his final decision, whereas young Jimmy 
Ironside showed about as much concern as 
if he were eating his morning breakfast and 
not showing a steer for the Grand Cham- 
pionship award, plus a possible dollar or 
more per pound revenue from the steer. 

At the sale the next day First National 
Stores again selected the Grand Champion 
Steer and paid $1.05 per pound, which, ac- 
cording to our figures, netted young Jimmy 
Ironside $1,092.00. 

Briarcliff Farms won the Group of Five 
Steers and they were sold at a nice price to 
Gristede Bros. of New York City. As is 
customary the auction of the 4-H Club 
calves brought to Springfield a great num- 
ber of buyers from different New England 
States. When the sale was over, 102 steers 
had sold for $16,084.20 with the average 
price per steer being $157.69 and the av- 
erage price per pound $16.70 per hundred 
weight. 

The show of the breeding cattle was held 
on Thursday, September 18th and offered 
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Pierce & Sons Take Both Grand Championships 


to the public one of the finest exhibitions 
of the breed seen in recent years at Eastern 
States. 

Stanley R. Pierce & Son, of Creston, IIli- 
nois, won major honors, winning three of 
the four championships including both grand 
championships. The aged bull class, com- 
bined with 2-year-olds, brought out four 
entries and heading this class was Pierce’s 
Blendmere Woodlawn, a bull that has come 
a long way since last year and a bull whose 
1941 record shows many grand champion- 
ship wins under the judgment of several 
ferent judges. Pierce also won the Senior 
Yearling class with the major competition 
coming from Fuerst’s Eileenmere 309th, a 
bull that Mr. Myron Fuerst purchased at the 
record-breaking Tolan sale held last May 
26th. Cold Saturday Farm proceeded to 
win both the Summer and Junior Yearling 
classes on two sons of Jock of Wheatland, 
the first being Jock’s Elban C. S. and the 
second Cold Saturday Epponian, whose dam, 
by the way, is Epponian C. B. 2d for whom 
Mrs. Hackney paid $3500 at the Congdon 
& Battles Dispersal sale in 1938. Chief 
competition in these two classes was Globe 
Hill Karamar, one of the best bulls that we 
have seen coming from Fuerst Stock Farm 
to date and a real prospect for another 
year. The second prize Summer Yearling 
was a Laurel Hill entry, Sunset Blackeap 
Bandy, a calf that with about 200 pounds 
more meat would make more than one com- 
petitor look at his laurels. 

Cremona Burgess was good enough to win 
the class for Bull Calves with Lord Balti- 
more C. S. winning second place. As was 
stated, Blendmere Woodlawn annexed an- 
other Championship and Grand Champion- 
ship, defeating Cold Saturday Epponian, 
who Mr. MacKenzie had selected as Junior 
Champion. Pierce won the Group of Three 
Bulls and Cold Saturday took the blue for 
the Pair of Calves. Oglelawn Blackbird 
10th won the combined Aged and Two-Year- 
Old cow class and must add that a cow that 
has already had two calves and still makes 
as nice a show as she has this season is a 
rarity in the show ring. 

The Senior Yearlings were topped by 
Blackcap Effie R. 4th owned by Stanley R. 
Pierce and Son and a heifer that has offer- 
ed competition wherever she has gone and 
on more than one occasion has won the Grand 
Championship honors, which same she did 
at the 1941 Eastern States Show. Cold Sat- 
urday Eline 4th defeated a rather attract- 
ive Barbara heifer for Junior Yearling hon- 
ors and Pierce’s Postelmere Irene went to 
the top in the Summer Yearling class. Cold 
Saturday again won a blue on their heifer 
calf, Epponian’s Eileen C. S., with Bethel 
Georgianna standing second. This latter 
heifer was sold in the Dutchess County Sale, 
going to Harmony Farms at Douglasville, 
Pennsylvania for an even $1,600.00. Postel- 


mere Irene was made Junior Champion and 
she bowed to Blackcap Effie R. 4th for 
Grand Championship honors. 

Pierce’s get of Hanes’ Eileenmere won ov- 
er the get of Jock of Wheatland and Pierce 
also took the Graded Herd with Cold Satur- 
day in second place. The first and second 
places in Pair of Yearlings went to the 
Finksburg, Maryland herd and their Pair of 
Calves stood first beside of Bethel Farms 
entry.

Few shows at which we have been in at- 
tendance this year offered more serious 
competition in more than one class than did 
the annual Virginia State Fair. No longer 
can it be said (much less be done) that an 
unfitted, poorly typed herd of show cattle 
can enter at Richmond and make expenses. 
The competition is getting tougher each 
year, and in the minds of more than one ex- 
hibitor need get no more difficult than was 
the case at the 1941 show. 


With the start of the senior yearling bull 
class the going was tough, and we mean 
good cattle, really top individuals meeting 
other top individuals, with some favorites 
being defeated by dark horses. In the se- 
nior yearling class was the great young 
bull, Epponian 6th of Broadview, owned and 
exhibited by LeBaron of Warrenton, and 
after much deliberation, the judge, Profes- 
sor Livesay of West Virginia selected as his 
top in the class the Winton Farm entry, 
Pontonier of Winton, an exceptionally good 
quartered bull with thickness from front to 
rear and the look of a real bull about him. 
It was the first of a half dozen blue ribbons 
that Jimmy Stork, Winton herdsman, man- 
aged to win and hand over to the late Colo- 
nel James B. Dillard, owner of Winton 
Farm, as he watched with great interest 
the finest show that his Winton Farm bred 
cattle had ever made in top competition. 
Right here we should like to state that in 
the few years in which we knew the Colonel, 
he had always been a real promoter of the 
breed, had purchased the best he could find, 
had demanded the best of seed stock and 
secured it and was certainly on the road to 
success as a breed improver as well as a 
breed promoter. The junior yearling bull, 
Wintonier 4th, who will be sold at Warren- 
ton on the 13th of October next won his 
class, as did Cavalier 4th of Winton in the 
bull calf class. LeBaron’s entry, Proud 
Prince of Broadview was the winning two 
year old, and Tim Pierce, of Stanley R. 
Pierce and Sons, Creston, Illinois, of course, 
won with Blendmere Woodlawn, the aged

bull class as well as senior and grand cham- 
pionship honors.. Bandolier 6th of Brandy 
Rock, a son of Bandolier of Anoka 6th, the 
1937 International grand champion went on 
to win summer yearling bull class as well as 
junior championship. 

Every bit as difficult were the female 
classes, for starting with the aged cows, 
when Cold Saturday’s entry, Oglelawn 
Blackbird 10th won her class the compe- 
tition became somewhat more and more dif- 
ficult to overcome if one wanted to lead the 
blue ribbon winner back to the barn. 


Ton two year old heifer was found in 
the Red Gate entry, Queen Bee of Red Gate, 
who was good enough to defeat the good 
Cold Saturday cow, Betty Black of Don 
Head. 

It was the senior yearling class again 
that held the greatest thrills, for as we 
first walked in the barn with Tim Pierce, 
and noted his quick eye roaming over the 
cattle in the stalls, he spied one that caused 
him to remark, “If that heifer is as good 
under the blanket as she looks with it on, 
it may be more competition than Blackcap 
Effie R. 4th can take here.” We have seen 
Blackeap Fffie R. 4th win at more than 
one show, know in our mind she is a ereat 
ferrale and anvone who has seen her knows 
it takes a great heifer to even come close 
to beating her. Our job is not to judge the 
cattle. merely to record what tcok place 
that day at Richmond, and we must state 
that Judge Livesay looked them over for 
some time, but could not pass up the great 
senior yearling heifer exhibited, as well as 
bred and fitted by Red Gate Farm at Mill- 
wood, Virginia. Both Mr. and Mrs. Iidward 
Jenkins were most pleased to see the heifer, 
Blackbird 2d of Red Gate, a daughter of 
Prince Excellent of Don Head win her class, 
go on to win senior and grand chamrionship 
honors at the toughest show we have ever 
seen at Richmond.

MICHIGAN 
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Come to Maryland for Ouality

We frequently hear that a bull may be 
worth from one to several thousands of dol- 
lars to a breeder, but that a female can 
never be worth a comparative price. We 
are more or less in agreement with that 
statement, for a bull has much more chance 
to be worth considerably more to the 
breeder and to the breed. However, a good 
cow is usually the dam of a great bull or 
several great bulls, and mated to good bulls 
can be worth considerably more than the 
average breeder may think a female can be 
valued. 

The recent Maryland State Fair, through 
the placings offers some food for thought 
as to the worth of a female. We can men- 
tion other females, too, that have been to 
a considerable extent the makings of a 
herd. 

At the Maryland State Fair, there were 
several sons, grandsons and granddaughters 
of Epponia C. B. 2d exhibited. It will be 
recalled that in June, 1938 Cold Saturday 
Farm purchased this cow at $3,500.00 in the 
Congdon and Battles’ Dispersion. Com- 
ment was quick in many sections that no 
cow could possibly be worth that amount 
of money. She has not, as yet, to our 
knowledge produced enough calves that 
have been sold at Cold Saturday to pay the 
investment. Yet, we are of the opinion 
that she will, and she has through her sons 
and grandsons, and granddaughters been 
making an impressive record.

With a demand that far exceeded the 
expectations of the consignors, the Dutchess 
County Breeders Sale started last spring 
with a view toward making history, proved 
to any interested breeder that good selec- 
tion of cattle, proper fitting and proper 
promotion, pays dividends that are not 
easily duplicated. The enthusiasm that 
prevailed before the sale was indicative of 
the outcome, and the comments heard about 
the barns and lots was in a general state- 
ment “that this was a real sale offering and 
that better seed stock could not be easily 
located”. So we really have no great sur- 
prise to state that the general average ex- 
ceeded the seven hundred dollar mark and 
that the two top heifers ever to sell in a re- 
cent Eastern States sale were both offered 
and sold in this the first Dutchess County 
Breeders Sale. Sixteen hundred dollar fe- 
males are still not common and these were 
two of the best females we have seen sell 
this year, and it is quite generally known 
that several females have passed the three 
and four and five thousand dollar mark 
during 1941. 

A sale of this nature is not a happen- 
stance, and too much credit cannot be given 
to the effort expended by Mr. Myron M. 
Fuerst, who managed the sale. In giving 
credit to Mr. Fuerst we do not forget the 
sales committee nor the willingness of the 
different consignors, first in listing cattle 
they would have preferred to retain, and 
secondly in boosting their own and the sale 
offering as a whole in more than one man- 
ner. That it was successful, we have but 
to state that the sale average was the third 
top sale in a score of years in the breed and 
the second top sale in 1941. 

Heavy buyers included Harmony Farms 
of Douglasville, Pennsylvania, D. L. Volker 
of Buffalo, New York, William Brown 
Maloney of Old Lyme, Connecticut, Glen 
Angus Farm of Bel Air, Maryland, Bent

Let me say at the outset that I am writ- 
ing only from personal experiences in care 
and management of the breeding herd dur- 
ing the winter months. 

One of the first thoughts and observa- 
tions I have to make is to see that the cow 
herd is brought from the pasture before 
the cows begin to lose condition. If the cow 
herd is brought to their winter quarters at 
the proper time, they will be ready to turn 
to grass in the spring in as good condition 
as they were at the beginning of winter. 

Some provision should be made for shel- 
ter during the more severe weather. By 
that I mean extreme cold, cold rains, or 
snow. A dry place for the cow to lie is feed 
saved, for energy in the form of food is 
burned up to keep the cow warm. The ques- 
tion arises as to what kind of shelter should 
one have. An open shed facing the south 
and east is ideal, but an open shed in other 
forms can be used to advantage. 


We see many herds where all ages, sizes, 
and sexes are allowed to run together. Let 
me stress the necessity of separating and 
sorting your cattle. The yearling heifers 
should have a lot to themselves, two-year- 
old heifers be sorted to themselves, springer 
cows be alone. Also have the cows that are 
nursing calves sorted to themselves. The 
calves may be allowed to run with their 
dams and creep fed, or the calves run to- 
gether and permitted to nurse twice daily. 
I find that it is sometimes to one’s advant- 
age to leave the cows and their calves to- 
gether all the time as it cuts down the 
labor overhead of nursing twice daily. The 
disadvantage to this system is that there is 
always a robber or two among a group of 
calves, meaning that some few calves will 
suffer from lack of nourishment and, of 
course, be stunted in growth. 

By all means sort the bull calves from 
the heifers sometime before they are six 
months old as the little bulls will run off 
many pounds and there is always the dan- 
ger of getting a heifer in calf at too early 
an age. A ration of equal parts of corn 
and oats with good legume hay is a good 
ration for these calves. 

It is my belief that the growing heifers 
should have the best food that your feed 
bunks and hay mow has to offer. By this, 
I mean feed the hay that is highest in pro- 
tein to these growing cattle, along with 
silage. If you have no legume hay, a good 
protein supplement should be fed. Many 
people feed corn stover but, if we hope for 
our cattle to winter well, we must have hay 
in some form to feed. 

The cows that are nursing calves should 
have a better grade of feed than the dry 
cows, as feed of quality is required for a 
good milk flow. 

_ Now come the dry cows, and this is where 

the corn stover, improperly cured hay, and 
such can be utilized, but remember that 
enough must be fed to keep the cow’s sto- 
mach full. A cow in search of food is draw- 
ing on her body reserve and, of course, she 
will be weakened and perhaps she will give 
birth to a weak calf and we can be assured 
that the milk flow will be small. 

Cattle sorted up by ages not only do bet- 
ter, but look better to the visitor. Unifor- 
mity is an “eye catcher”. 

So many times we see the cow herd in the 
winter housed very close. I have seen herds 
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out until spring. The lack of exercise tends 
to decrease the appetite, and it is my firm 
belief that a great lot of the sterility in cat- 
tle is caused from too close confinement. 
When we try to get too far away from 
nature, we often get into trouble. Many 
times I have seen cows that would not set- 
tle when given service in the winter months, 
but once they are allowed free run of a 
pasture, settle at the first service. 


An item that is often overlooked is the 
means of watering the cattle. The old 
water hole freezes over and the ice is cut 
once daily. I have seen many a cow have 
to do without water forty-eight hours just 
because she was not present to drink when 
the ice was cut and, in the meantime, the 
water had frozen over again. How many 
times have you had cattle down on the ice? 
How many cows have you had abort from 
slipping or falling on the ice? You have 
a two year loss every time one of those 
things happen. 

The preferred means of watering cattle 
is at the tank near the shelter. It is a good 
plan to heat the water with one of the sev- 
eral good heaters on the market. All that 
is necessary is just to take the chill off the 
water. 

The little pest called the louse is one of 
the things that causes us much concern and 
worry. When our cattle begin to hunt a 
place to rub, when the hair loses its gloss, 
and when feed seems to do the beast no 
good, it is time that we made an inspection. 
We will find a little grey-brown object that 
is suckling the very life from the cow.

_ While the calves are around the barn, it 
is a good opportunity to tie all the young 
stock up and get them accustomed to a 
halter. 

At the same time, the feet can be given 
attention by properly trimming and shap- 
ing them. Many crooked legged calves 
would be avoided if his feet had been trim- 
med early in his life. It might be a good 
time to mention the observation I have 
made many times of seeing a cow very 
lame and foot badly swollen, but nothing 
being done to help her. She loses weight 
when just a little help by cleaning the foot 
between the toes and the application of 
most any kind of good disinfectant will put 
the cow on her way to recovery. 

Just before turning the young stock to 
the pasture, it will be well to treat them for 
blackleg if in the blackleg territory. 

I believe most of my statements can be 
applied to good advantage and will be found 
to be practical.

This tribe of cattle have 
proven very vrofitable for us. We have re- 
tained four daughters of the grand old cow 
and they are producing the right kind. The 
other heifer is from one of our very top cows 
and she is a show cow in her own right. 


Burson and Ward purchased the good bull 
Sunbeams Revolution last year and he is 
siring some top cattle and in the deal for 
the heifers the University reserved the right 
to use this good bull on the daughters of 
The Elite. We are expecting some out- 
standing calves from these matings as the 


heifers are the tops from our heifer crop 
and the bull is a grandson of the great Rev- 
olution 100th and he is just as low set and 
short coupled as that great bull. 


We also recently sold another grand- 
daughter of Peggy L. 3d to Robert Carr of 
Fletcher, Ohio. Robert is a club boy and 
had the champion steer at his county fair 
and won his class at the State Fair in the 
4-H Division of the show. This is his first 
purchase and we are happy to see him get 
such a good heifer as a foundation for his 
herd. 

Another sale is that of our Summer Year- 
ling show heifer that won the trophy at the 
Ohio State Fair for the best female bred 
and owned in Ohio with cattle from junior 
yearlings down competing.

Next Herb introduced the grandfather of 
Club Heifer work in Iowa. This distinguish- 
ed gentleman was Carl Oldsen of the Iowa 
Beef Producers Association who has prob- 
ably done more towards Club Members go- 
ing on to become pure bred breeders than 
any other one member of any beef organ- 
ization we know of at the present time. 
Carl has devoted a great deal of time 
towards the pure bred heifer classes and it 
is amazing to know the number of club 
boys who now have substantial breeding 
herds founded on the progeny of their 
heifers shown in this club work.

Using the calf for a model, Elliott 
pointed out just where improvement was 
needed and how best to go about choosing 
sires and females to build better type. 

The Marion County breeders had brought 
a number of bulls, cows and calves and 
heifers to the fair grounds for exhibition. 
In fact, the number present was _ about 
thirty head and the first class of bulls 
shown consisted of four animals brought 
out by Ray Dyer, Harvey & Son, Kay Rod- 
gers and Archie Vernon. 

This class and all following were judged 
by John Brown and Carl Oldsen. Cards 
were passed to all breeders present and 
the breeders first marked their cards on 
each class and after the cards were collect- 
ed the two judges made the placings. Like 
all shows even the judges had differences 
of opinion, but was all in fun and no money 
won and after getting into the swing of the 
conference it did not take long to pass 
through each class. 

After the judges placed the animals they 
gave a set of reasons as to why they placed 
the animals as they did.

Research that has given greater knowl- 
edge of the importance of vitamins, miner- 
als, proteins and other feed nutrients in bal- 
anced rations, along with increased knowl- 
edge and experience in the efficient use of 
such Southern feeds as cottonseed products 
grain sorghums, citrus by-product feeds. 
and many others. , 

Twenty-five years ago feeders thought 
that cottonseed meal should be fed only in 
limited quantities for only short periods of 
time. Today, research has proved that cot- 
tonseed meal is an excellent source of pro- 
tein in all well-balanced live stock rations 
and all informed feeders know that unlim. 
ited amounts of cottonseed meal can be us- 
ed indefinitely as long as cattle receive their 
vitamin A requirements; and, that these re- 
quirements can be taken care of by feeding 
three to five pounds of good, bright green 
hay, daily.

Mr. and Mrs. W. A. Kirschbaum, of De- 
fiance, Iowa, drew a splendid day for their 
draft. sale which was held at the fair 
grounds sale pavilion at Harlan, Iowa, on 
Tuesday, September 23d, and a good sized 
as well as interested crowd from several 
states occupied the seats.

4. Buy calves. Put them on full feed and 
a long feed. Do not try to rough them on 
cornstalks or poor pasture. The quicker 
they start to make the feeder money, de- 
pends on how soon they are eating enough 
grain. 

5. “The eye of the master fattens the 
flock.” Regularity of feeding, plenty of 
good water, clean feed lots, bunks watched 
so as to prevent sour or moldy feed.

the Nebraska Sand Hills, at Omaha, Sioux 
City or Des Moines, at the Denver Feeder 
Show, in Montana, Wyoming, Texas, New 
Mexico and even cattle have been purchased 
from Old Mexico. The feeders are bought 
to be delivered from October to January. 
They are started on oats and alfalfa or clov- 
er hay. Corn and cob meal is gradually 
added, and the amount of corn increased 
until the calves or yearlings are on full feed 
by April. The good feeder watches care- 
fully as feed is changed and corn increased 
to see that none go off feed. During the 
fall they are on pasture or other roughage. 
In June they are placed on good blue grass 
or clover and timothy, or brome and alfalfa 
pastures. They are full fed grain. Some 
protein concentrate usually pea-sized_oil- 
meal or cubes are fed. Salt and mineral are 
available. In August they are taken back 
into dry lot for final finishing for market. 
Calves when started on feed weigh from 350 
to 425 lbs. They finish out as prime beef 
weighing from 950 to 1025 Ibs. During the 
feeding period, they eat about sixty bushels 
of corn per head. As a rule the cost of the 
feed consumes about equal the first cost of 
the feeder calves.
